T. LUKE was Born at Antioch, the Chief City of 
Syria, and there brought up in all manner of. Lear- 
ning, it being accounted the Academy or Chief Seat 

of Humane Policies, Nor did he only confine himſelf to 

that place, but as many that write a he ſtudied m 

moſt of the Schools of Greece and .£gyprt. Skilful he was 

in Painting beyond any of his time ; and it is confirmed 
by that he drew the Picture of the bl-ſled Virgin 
ſo exactly to the Life, that«ir was wondered. at by all 
that beheld ir. $6 

That he was a Jewiſh Proſelyte is certain, being, ac- 
cording to the report that Epiphbanius gives of him, one 
of the 70 Diſciples; the inference from whence he takes 
that belief, being the Evangeliſt's own Confeſſion, where- 
by he declates that he was nor an Eye-witneſs and Miniſter of 
the word. After he had b@n inſpired by the Sacred Spi- 
rit of Truth, he fer forward to Preach the Doctrine of 

our bleſſed Lord, and joyned himſelf with St. Paul 3 

though Nicephors will have it, that he met St, Paul at 

Thebes, the Metropolis of Baotza;, though in Sacred Writ 

no mention is made, that ever St. Paul was there, nor 

can we find it in any Writings bur his own; which makes 
moſt imagine 'ris grounded upon his bare Conjecture; but 
that he was with St. Pau both at Jeruſalem and Rome, is 
certain; nor did he deſert him in any of his troubles, but 
always proved a ſteady and faithful Friend and Minſter. 

He wrote the Acts of the Apoſtles, and there we find 

him all along; when he is ſpeaking of St. P's Voyage

and carried before the Conſtable of France, who after {& 
yeral Examinations, Condemned him of High-Treaſon; 
which was, to be drawn upon aSledge, and to be ha 
ged upon a Gibbet, before our Ladies Church in Rea, 
his Head to be firicken from his Body, and ſet upon 
Pole on the Bridge of the ſaid City : which Sentence wii 
accordingly Executed, Anno 1562. aged 56. - 
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was a Florentine, born at Vermile, of Honourable 
#> Parents; who trained him up in Learning, and 
'F compleated him for the Sacred ftudy of the Holy Scrip- 
ture :— When grown up, they put him to the beſt Ma- 
fiers that Age afforded , when he had profited to Admi- 
| ration, he began to conſider the Vanities of the World, 
4r- vo be more ftudious of his Eternal Welfare, Where- - 
won he reſolved to withdraw himiclf from Humane $q- 
ciety , and live a more retired Life. Not being above 
Sixteen years of Age, he entred into a\Monaſtery of 
Sghhtine, in Feſuale, not far from Florence, 

Being entered, he applicd himielt to Study, making 
uſe of ſuch Books as that Monaſtery would afford ; 
where in Three years he became famous in the Know- 

e.of Divine Things, even to the Admiration of all his 
Fellows. 

A while afrcer he went to Padua, where entering into a 
Monaſtery of the ſame Order, he continued his Studies 
for almoſt the ſpace of Eight years, greatly profiting in 
Philoſophy Tranſlating ſome Books of Ariſtotle out of 
the Original Greck into Latin. 

_ At Twenty-ſix*Years of Age, the Heads of the Mo- 

naſtery Eleted him one of the Preachers, and ſoon 

grew Famous. Having Commenced Doctor of Divini- 

ty, he Travelled to Rome, Bononia , Frimum, Piſa, Venice, 

Mantua, Bergamum, Mount- Ferrat, and other. Ciries in ltaly;, 

where he preached and expounded the Ecclefaſtical Ca-+ 
nons, gettivg great Eſteem amongſt the Learned. 

At Bononia he learned the Hebrew Tongue, and Tran- 
ſlated the New Teſtament out of the Original : And in 
To 3 ſhort time was Created Abbot of Spolets, where he be- 
-N haved himſelf fo prudently, that he won the Love of 
all People in that City. He put an end to the many

, penly Wrote againſt the Tradition of PUrgatorys which

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Faftions and Differences, that were wont to hapr 
not only there, but throughout all the Province; whit 
was not a little Joy toall good men. - 

He ReAaified and Reformed the Errors of the Mor 
andſharply reproved them for their deteftable Prattice 
inſomuch thar he reduced all things to a happy State, gg 
ring the time he continued there, which was but threg 
Years; at the end of which he was removed to Nagle, 
and there conſtituted Governour of the great College, z 
place of much Eſteem. 

He having more Leiſure than formerly, began ſer 
ouily to Expound the myſterious Places of Scriptnre; 
Which by the aſſiſtance of the Divine Spirit, - he didf6 
effc&tually, that by that Light he began to diſcern the 
Errors of the Romiſh Church ; and having private Ap 
ceſs ko ſome of the Reformed. Miniſters, be was ſo con- 
firmed in his Opinion, that he had been trained up ina 
falſe Religion 5 he did not ſpare openly ro Difpute + 
9ainſt many of the Popiſh Canons: Which procured 
him ſome hatred from ſach as feared the loſs of their In- 
comes, by tie Removal of ſach Ceremonies: And fo far 
did he proceed, that at laſt he obtained the pure» Light 
and Knowledge of the Goſpel, and ſecretly Converted 
many noble Perſons to the Retormed Religion, and & 
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the firſt Inventor grounded upon the Words of St. Paul 
1 Cor. 3. 13, 14. Every\ Man's Works ſhall be mad? Mgnifeſt, 
for the Day ſhall declare it , becauſe it ſhall be Revealed by 
Fire, &c, This Fire he proves to be no other than the 
Operation of the Holy Spirit in the Conſcience of Men, 
which as Fire trieth the Silver, ſo by that means ſhall 
Mens Deeds be tried, and the Droſs ſeparated from the 
Ore. Yet this ſp enraged the Papiſts, that they pro- 
cared him to be Suſpended, and his Leftures put 
down. | 

Whereupon he appealed to the Pope, offering to prove 
his Dodrine to be according to Scripture ; and ſo pre- 
yailed by.the afGRance of his Priends, that he was again 
reſtored, altho* to the great Grief of his Adverſaries :

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Lge was no ſooner recovered, but he was made Vifitor- 
ral, and Prior of the Monaftery of Luca, where he 
5 well behaved himſelf, He greatly encouraged Lear- 
s, and had a number of learned Men as his Penſio- 
s, 0n whom he freely beſtowed ſuch things as were 
nient, and encouraging them all he c to pro-

The Pope underſtanding his In- 
jon to the Reformed Religion, uſed all Endeavours 
wind ſome occaſion of Quarrel againſt him, which he 
thooght not fit to do, unleſs upon good Grounds, know- 
by he was greatly beloved of. all the People; and 

ore to try how they ſtood affected, he cauſed a Fry- 
edelonging to the Monaftery of which Peter was Prior, 
tobearreſted and caſt in Priſon, as being a Favourer of 
te reformed Doors ; which the People took ſo heinou- 
fy, that they broke open the Priſon and took him thence; 
but being afterwards apprehended, was ſent to Rome, 
nd there put to Death :} After that, the Popelings uſed all 
Diligence to bring Martyr into Diſgrace, and laid wait to 
Murther him, infomuch that fearing he ſhould one Day 
fall by the Malice of his Enemies, he reſolved to de- 
part ſecretly ; whereupon he called together his truſty 
Friends, and told them what he intended, deſiring them 
to ſend the beſt part of his Library after him into Germany; _ 
which they performed.
